FOR NEW NAVY 


Secretary Moody Confers with House Commit 


tee on Naval Affairs Regarding Boats. • 


HE OUTLINES BUILDING PROGRAM 


One Plan Calls for Thirty-Pour Millions; the Other for 


four,Millions Less, But Cuts Off Two 


Vessels Planned.

Moody ban concluded bin recommenda- 
tions before the house committee on 
naval affairs. He presented two plans 
as the building program for next year. 
The first was based on tho 'expendi- 
ture of 531,000,000 and Included provi- 
sion for one battleship,' one armored 
cruiser, Hire: protected cruisers, four 
scout cruisers, two squadron colliers 
and two submarine, boats. The sec- 
ond plan provides for an expenditure 
of $30.000,000. and Is a duplicate of 
the first program, with the elimination 
of two of the scout cruisers. 
. The'secretary recommended build- 
ing naval'stations at Gtiantnnamo,'Cu- 
ba, and Sublg Bay, P. I. The station 
In Cuba is to cost ultimately $12,000,- 
000 and the one in the Philippines 
J9.000.000. 
One- million 
dollars 
Is 


aslted this year for the Guantanamo 
station and a little less than that 
amount for the one In, the Philippines 


The secretary said that .tho -appro- 


priation for submarine boats wns not 
expended last year, and he slionld'.reo 
ommcnd that this-amount be renppro- 
prlnted. 
It was his .Intention to ex-" 


pend tho money "for the best tyne of 
submarine boat after he-had decided 
the matter by tests of various models. 


Tho general discussion revealed a 


desire on the part of tho committee 
that the strength of the navy Uy 1P19 
should be forty-eight battleships and 
half that number of armored cruisers, 
•with auxiliary boats In proportion.

buyers

contracts for tlio now crop with the 
growers. They ilo not feel much dis- 
posed to let their tobaccp 50 at pres- 
ent prices offered by tho buyers. The 
crop Is certainly a good one 
and 


should receive at leatst n fair price. 
The prices paid at tho present writ- 
ing are from 7 to 10 cents for tho 
best grades. A prominent grower of 
the weed said today, that In his 12 
years* experience at tobacco raising 
that ho never saw such n good crop 
harvested as the-one now hanging In 
the shed. Growers claim that 11 and 
12 cents arc low prices for tho pros- 
'cnt crop. , 


Wisconsin. 


Reports Indicate that packers have 


got tired of waiting and have cut loose 
and are buying tobacco notwithstand- 
ing their reported dlclaratlcn that 
they would not enter the Held until 
the tobacco was' stripped and they 
could make a. fair estimate of tho 
quality of tho goods they were get- 
ting. AH tho tobacco Is still hanging 
powder-dry In the sheds, It cannot 
hc.sald that buyers have much chance 
of examining tho loaf; but seeing 
that tho prospects of more advan- 
tageous condition Is still remote, they 
appear to bo willing to take some 
risks. A number of contracts 
con- 


sequently arc reported, hut tho figures 
'are low, seven and eight cents for 
wrappers and binder grades. Doubt- 
less buyers figure that there wld.l be 
some loss and they cannot bo expect- 
ed, to pay fancy prices for what may 
turn out to an Inferior article. Farm- 
ers, on the other hand, recognize that 
tho winter Is going fast, and even 
should casing weather conme soon, 
they will hardly bo In a position to 
sort the crop.

Capri Is the ancient Island of the si 
ron's. being the Jlrst land that Ulysses 
would have passed after leaving Circe 
at Ischta on his voyage to Sicily. On 
Us southern shore the white llrao- 
Btono rocks, still called "Lo Slrene.'

by the sons of the sirens! 


To-day the "SOUK one hears on ap- 


proaching the Island Is loss alluring 
Slid the sirens resolve themselves Into 
a'group of vigorous peasant women 
eagerly, clamoring to carry the travel 
er's baggage, which they balance on 
their heads with the line poise pecu- 
liar to people who make a practice 
of carrying loadn In thin manner.

PdAYOR FROM BLAME
